Ottawa, Jan, 22.—The short Wed- 
nesday sitting of the commons was 
marked iby a discussion of several 
matters of general interest. Before 
routine was taken up, Mr. J. M. 
Aikins, of Brandon, introduced his bill 
to amend the Dominion lands act. 

An incident was afforded by Hon, 
Irank Oliver, who denied statements 
made in reference to himself by Sir 
Rodmond Roblin in the Manitoba leg- 


isiature bearing on the Macdonald 
bye-election. 

He said that Sir Rodmond had | 
made untrue assertions, knowing 
them to be untrue. 

Thomas MacNutt (Saltcoats), at a 


later stage of the proceedings also 
made an effort to make a statement, 
but ,on the objection of Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier, he was prevented from do- 


ing so on the seore that he was out 
of order, 

A long debate hinged on the mo- 
tion by Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux for 


the production of papers relating to 
the application of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Employees of the Cc. P. R. 
for a board of concillation. The min- 
ister of labor was criticized for not 
having appointed a general board by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, ¥. B. Carvell, 
Hon. George P, Graham, William Bu- 
chanan and others. 


Governments Defence. 


The..government’s defence was 
made by Hon. T. W. Crothers, and 
Premier Borden, who in the course 


of a short speech, said that the min- 
ister had acted in what he conceived 
to be the best interests of the men, 
Mie asserted that the government had 
nothing to conceal in regard to this 
matter, and that the papers would 
be produced, 

The remainder of the sitting up to 
the six o'clock adjournment was given 
over to the consideration of matters 
relating to the 1. C, R. 

J. A. M, Aikins (Brandon) intro- 
duced his ‘bill to amend the Dominion 
lands act. He explained that as the 
Dominion lands act now stands, it ap- 
proves the principle of the sale and 
alienation of water power and lands 
comnected therewith; also coal, oil, 
gas, mineral and quarry lands. He 
explained that the practice recently 
has been not to actually dispose of, 
but to lease such lands, and the pur- 
pose of his bill was to allow of this 
Jeasing. His bill would also provide 
that in the matter of water powers, 
their disposal must be approved of by 
parliament, and regulations affecting 
the water powers must be approved 
by parliament, ‘The bill was also de- 
signed to prevent homesteading of 
such lands which, when the condi- 
tlons were complied with, made the 
surface rights separate from the swo- 
surface rights. The bill would provide 


for the granting of grazing leases, 
etc,, of these lands. 
Nails Roblin’s Charge, 
On a question of privilege, Hon. 
Frank Oliver complained of  refer- 
ences to himself made by Premier 


Roblin, of Manitoba, and repeated (n 


the Winnipeg papers of January 15th. 
Yhese references related partly to the 
conduct of the recent Macdonald bye- 
election and partly to the connection 
of Mr. Oliver with the department of 
the interior. The premier of Mani- 
toba had made reference to the trans- 
ferring and alienation of swamp lands 
in Manitoba, and also charged Mr. 
Oliver with being responsible for the 
bringing in of “money and whiskey," 
“political crooks,” etc, in the Mac- 
donald bye-election.

Mr, W. H. Biggar said there would 
be no objection, as*the company had 
no lines or terminals outside of Can- 
ada.
